There seems to be a nice diversity of dates in the Morgan Dollar albums, 
including a well circulated 1891 Carson City example. The Peace Dollar album, 
by contrast, has some heavy duplication with numerous coins from 1922.

The $20 gold coin included in this set contains over half a troy ounce of gold. 
Due to an Executive Order signed by Franklin Roosevelt in 1933, gold coins 
were illegal to own in the United States until 1975. For this reason alone, 
many more six piece Centennial sets, sans the gold coin, were imported as 
opposed to the seven piece set being offered here.
